STATISTICS  OF  LAND-GRANT  COLLEGES  AND  AGRICULTURAL 
EXPERIMENT  STATIONS,  1896. 

The  following  statistical  statements  relate  to  the  institutions  estab- 
lished under  the  acts  of  Congress  of  July  2, 1862,  and  August  30, 1890, 
most  of  which  maintain  courses  of  instruction  in  agriculture,  and  to  the 
agricultural  experiment  stations  which,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are 
organized  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  are  con- 
ducted as  departments  of  the  institutions,  receiving  the  benefits  of  the 
laud-grant  act  of  July  2,  1862.  The  statistics  included  in  this  circular 
have  been  compiled  in  part  from  replies  to  a  circular  of  inquiry  sent 
out  from  this  office  and  in  part  from  the  annual  report  of  the  presidents 
of  these  institutions  made  on  the  schedules  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  Owing  to  the  complex  organization  of  many  of 
the  institutions  it  is  impracticable  to  give  exactly  comparable  statistics 
in  all  cases,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  the  data  furnished  are  incom- 
plete. Unless  otherwise  specified,  the  returns  reported  in  the  tables 
are  for  the  institution  as  designated  in  the  list  given  below:
